XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of April, 
May, and June, 


Ap ri. Excluding the De Grey, Fortescue, and a few stations in the lower South-West 
the month’s rainfall has been everywhere disappointing. After the 1st a few isolated showers 
only fell in the Kimberleys, and the season closed with rain greatly in defect. The De Grey 
and Fortescue received the benefits of a tropical downpour between the 5th and the 9th, and 
everywhere excesses were indicated which, following upon the March rains, must give a splen- 
did impetus to the coming season. These rains moved southwards, and, in conjunction with 
a southern low penetrated the wheat belt, goldfields, dairying and fruit eountry. Unfor- 
tunately this was not followed up, except in the lower South-West, and at the end of the month 
all sections of the wheat belt were in urgent need of a good soaking rain, not only for seed- 
ing operations, but also for grasses, which had received a severe set-back owing to the dry 
spell since the 10th. Rains would also be valuable in filling water catchments which in many 
Cistricts were empty, rendering water-carting necessary. In the Albany and Mt. Barker 
districts, however, rains fell off and on till the end of the month from passing depressions, 
and these proved most valuable in maintaining plant growth. 


Owing to the position of the tropical lows the month on the whole has been warmer on 
the coast than inland. In Perth the mean maximum was 78.6deg. compared with the average 
of 76.ldeg. The warm conditions were particularly noticeable “between the 15th and 26th, 
and have only been exceeded in 1920 and 1924. There have, of course, been shorter spells of 
hotter weather, notably in 1910, 1927, and 1928. 
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Perth, in common with other coastal stations and wheat belt centres, has experienced a 
very dry summer, only 2.91 inches being registered since 1st November. This is certainly low, 
but is by no means a record. In 1911-12 the six months ending 30th April only yielded 1.42 
inches, while in 1907-08, 2.04 inches were recorded for the same period. There are other years 
also yielding lower figures. In the Avon Valley, taking Northam as a guide, 1.73 inches were 
registered; these figures are by no means records, and many instances occur where lower 
gangings for the six months were registered. In 1901-02 only 0.61 inches were reported, and 
0.73 inches in 1907-08. It is remarkable, when perusing the figures for this station, to note 
the low summer figures between 1889 and 1903. Tn all there are seven occasions during which 
the rain for the six summer months falls below the present total of 1.73 inches. Further 
eastward both Merredin with 0.79 inches and Bencubbin with 0.65 inches established records. 
Mangowine Springs, whose records go back for 44 years, has been taken as a guide, and the 
previous lowest at this station was 0.94 inches in 1898-99. The Southern Cross total of 1.78 
inches is by no means the lowest, and outstanding low summer figures at this station were 
1898-99, when from Ist November to 50th April only 0.43 inches were registered, and 1920- 
21 when 0.54 inches fell. 


May.—Conditions during the month, from a rainfall standpoint, were decidedly tantalis- 
ing. During the first three weeks the condition prevailing in April continued} and the 
weather in the main was governed by a series of high pressure systems forming in the Bight. 


On several occasions promising depressions thrust themselves up from the Southern Indian 
Ocean towards the Leeuwin, \but they were unable, owing to the resistance offered by the 
highs, to make contact with the Tropical Lows, and continued Southward towards Tasmania. 
Tt was not until the 20th that this High Pressure influence wa’s definitely broken down and 
general rain recorded. Summed up, the rainfall throughout the month may be divided into 
two groups. The rain between the 9th and 13th, which marked the opening of the winter 
series, indicated the first group, while those which commenced on the 21st and finally ended 
on the 28th, denoted the second series. 


From the frst disturbance the rains were beneficial to the Central and Southern portion 
ot the wheat belt, good falls being registered in these districts, but through the Northern, 
North-Eastern, and Eastern Districts the falls, in view of the long, dry summer, were quite 
inadequate to afford any relief. 


Fine weather again set in and continued till the 20th, when some preliminary showers 
heralded the approach of one of the most extensive and substantial rainstorms ever regis- 
tered during May. Rain was recorded throughout the State from Derby in the West Kimber- 
ley to Eucla at the head of the Bight. Throughout the agricultural districts the soil re 
ceived a thorough soaking, and dams which had been dry for some time had become partially 
filled, thus obviating the necessity for carting water. Green feed was already showing up 
and stock improving in condition. 


The dairying and fruit-growing areas also benefited, while the pastoral country received 
good falls, and here and there some record gaugings for May were registered. 


There was nothing exceptional about the temperatures, and these, both maximum and 
ininimum, were almost equal to the average. 


Rough weather from the last-mentioned rainstorm was experienced in Perth and on the 
coast, while across the Bight steamers, from time to time during the month, encountered very 
stormy weather and were, consequently, delayed. 


June.—The wet weather which characterised the end of May continued throughout the 
first half of June. The heaviest falls broke over the Northern country between Mingenew, 
Three Springs, Carnamah, down to Moora, and Eastwards to Dalwallinu, and, besides flooding 
the country, considerable damage was caused. The continuous rains held up seeding but, on 
the other hand, thoroughly soaked the land, while all water catchments were filled. 


Crops that had been sown early, and the grasses, responded readily to the rains and the 
comparatively warm weather, and the former were looking healthy although weeds were 
apparent in many districts. Fortunately a spell of fine weather with cold nights and frosts 
ensued, enabling farmers to resume operations. 


In the North-Eastern and Eastern wheat belt, the dry spell proved to be somewhat long, 
and the widespread rains on the 26th were welcomed as they freshened up the crops and pas- 
tures and softened the heavier lands which had again become too hard for ploughing. 


Some scattered rains were noted in the tropics, while earlier in the month some ‘fairly 
widespread falls were shown throughout the Gascoyne, not sufficient, however, to bring the 
monthly totals up to the average. 


In the Southern Murchison, in view of the exceedingly dry time experienced by some 
stations, some welcome falls were shown between the 4th and 6th, and while lesser registra- 
tions on the 14th brought the monthly total considerably above the average. 
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Throughout the Northern Goldfields, which were in need of a good soaking downpour, 
the gaugings were confined between the 4th and 6th, and, in the great majority of instances, 
the totals did not reach the average. 


In Perth the total rain recorded was 6.52 inches against the average of 7.02 inches. 


Temperatures, especially night readings, were warmer than usual, while conditions were 
occasionally rough on our West and South-West coasts, but in the Bight the weather was at 
times very severe, and shipping was considerably del ayed.
